the sea-board or placing in jeopardy any public 
works of military value. There are four com- 
panies stationed at Houlton, one or two of which 
could be,stationed at Fish river, wheie, if there 
are- no public works to protect, Ihere are people 
who are in an exposed condition and in moment- 
ary and painful anxiety : there are people theie, 
and for the protection and relief of the people, 
military works are alone needed any where.— 
Tie obligation* of the government, under all the 
considerations mentioned in the memorial, ap- 
peal to us stronger foi maintaining a garrison at 
Fish river, than any possible reason based upon 
the protection of military works. 


We cannot but hope that General Scott and 


the Secretary of War will each review this whole 
matter, in reference to the moral as well as the 
military aspects of the case, and finally conclude 
to diiect a portion of the troops now stationed 
at Houlton, if no others can be spared, to occupy 
the post at Fish river. 


Let us briefly examine the position of the peo- 


ple in the territory where it is desired these 
troops should be stationed. 
On the bank of the 


St. John river, which, from its junction with 
the St. Francis, for nearly an hundred miles is 
the Boundary by tlie late treaty between the 
United States and the British province ol New 
Brunswick. Upon the banks of this river, on 
the American side is a population ot about two 
thousand sou-Is ; they ate of French extraction 
—speak the French language—and have until 
the ratification of the Treaty been under the 
British government. They are cut off from con- 
nection with any American settlement, South,by 
a wilderness "from fifty to an hundred miles in 
width. There is not a native American among 
them. But a few of them can speak English 
and only three or four can write their names.— 
They are ignorant of our country, ita habits, its 
laws or customs. 
This population is settled 


within our territory and claim our protection, 
and from their habits of thinking have no idea 
of protection except by the military arm ; they 
are exposed through the whole length of their 
settlement to he plundered by rongh and lawless 
lumbermen who swarm in the forest* there; they 
ate incapable of exercising any of the civil func- 
tion* of government; their habitual dependence 
bu caused th«n> to be and to feel feeble and Urn-
